The alumni of Gtrorge Wash- 
ington consist of many of the most 
prominent busirieSs and profes- 
sionsil men of Washington, whose 
voice in afFairs concerning the 
University has no small weight 
with Congress.! With that in 
view, a strong effort will be made 
to secure not only their moral, but 
their active support in the passage 
of the Gallihger amendment to 
the Morrill act, whidh was ex- 


V.P.I. managed to secure ample 
revenge last Saturday at Ameri- 
can League Park for their defeat 
last year, when they took the 
Hatchetites into camp in a hard 
fought battle. 17 to 8. The game 
itself was the fiercest and most 
stubbornly fought contest of the 
local schedule, and as the day was 
extremely warm for football, in- 
juries were numerous and substi- 
tutions fre(|uent. 

While not playing up to the 
standard they established in the 
Carlisle game, George ^Vashing- 
ton played fair football and for 
a while at the start of the game 
looked like winners. Rut the su- 
perior team work of the V.P.I. 
team, as well as a little bad jude- 

turned the tide early in the first 
half, and, once in their stride, V. 
P.I. never was headed and were 
always looked upon as winners. 

Two men on the George Wash- 
ington team stood out as the 
bright stars of the game — Hart, 
bv his magnificent and consistent 
play at tackle throughout the 
game, and Crafts, by a .sensational 
80-yard run for an unexpected 
touchdown in the second half. 
Hart clearly established his posi- 
tion as the best tackle in the 
south. Time and again the V.P.I. 
plays were directed through him. 
but with little gain, and often in 
each half Hart broke through his 
opposing tackle in time to smash 
several of the opposing pjavs be- 
fore they were under wav. Crafts 
played a hard game and stayed in 
the contest until completely ex- 
hausted and forced to leave the 
field. His run in the second' half 
was all the more brilliant! coming 
as it did when the local eleven 
seemed completely exhausted and

unimportant ; social problems' 
were the study of the few. Latin, 
Greek, mathematics and phil^ 
ophy were the staple subjects of 
study, and the well-rounded cul- 
ture afforded by the classics as 
the mark of the gentleman and 
the scholar. .Such an education, 
being the, best that Was known, 
was regarded as the acme of in- 
tellectual culture. Heiice this may 
be called the dogmatic stage. 

The process of time, however, 
the great strides made by science 
aroused the interest of thoughtful 
people everywhere. The scientific 
spirit gradually dominated the 
learned world. Greater recog- 
nition in our colleges was de- 
manded for the studies of nature 
— physics, chemistry, biology, and 
the like. French and German, the 
language employed by most 
scientists, also prevented a clajm 
for greater consideration. ^Tlien 
began the period of antithesis, the 
conflict between the old and the 
new, the humanistic- and the 
scientific ideals. Classical studies 
were strongly ^ intrenched and 
yielded with reluctance every, 
inch of ground. Zealous and im- 
prudent advocates for both plain- 
tiff and defendant put forth a< 
times most absurd claims, which 
were duly ^posed. Each side 
seem unwilling to recognize the 
good in the other. Classicists feh 
that the very ark of the covenant 
of culture was being shaken, and 
on the other side even so learned 
a scientist as Herbert Spencer 
could see no intrinsic value in the 
classics and argued that tfat' rekt

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tpotive for gjiving boys a classical 
education was simply conformity 
to public opinion. 

The contest was waged in Eng- 
land and Germany as vigorously 
as it has been in America. Unfor- 
tunately for the scientific suprem- 
acy of England, the _ classical 
spirit continued to be so strong 
that there has been no general- 
awakening in its leading univer- 
sities to the advantages of applied 
sciences. The recent wail of Pro- 
fessor James Dewar, the presi- 
dent-elect, in his inaugural ad- 
dress before the British Associa- 
tion of the Advancement of 
Sciences, because of the “deplor- 
able backwardness” of England in 
this field, is almost pitiful. He 
envies the United States with its 
Carnegie Institution, and he en- 
vies Germany, which has develop- 
ed the basic discoveries of Eng- 
lish scientists and has attained 
thereby the commercial suprem- 
a^' neglected in the land of their 
birth. He finds the explanation of 
this disastrous phenomenon in his 
own country in “want of educa- 
tion,” — “the failure of the schools 
to turn out and of manufacturers 
to demand properly trained men, 
which explains Great Britain’s 
loss of valuable industries and the 
country’s precarious hold upon 
others.”

Even if aii 
individual should be willing, in 
the very nature of things the ac- 
tion of a single student with ref- 
erence to a personal grievance, or 
a recommendation Tipon his part 
as to a desirable course to pursue, 
good as thev may be, will not 
sour the authorities on to action. 
Maioritv must rule in questions 
of this character as in others. 

Questions quite frequentlv arise 
that can best be brought to the 
attention of the facultv and settled 
to the satisfaction of all concerned 
by the establishment of just such 
a representative body. A verv 
good instance that occurs to us at 
this time is in connection with the 
football game between this uni- 
versity and the Carlisle Indians. 
A large number of the students 
were anxious to attend the game, 
but were not willing to miss the 
afternoon lecture, and at the same 
time did not dare apnroach the 
dean to be excused. Fortunatelv 
the dean overheard some of the 
remarks of students which were 
not intended for his ear. and as 
the result of this and the later re- 
quest of the presidents of one or 
two classes the entire department 
was excused.

The Treasurer’s report, in ad- 
dition, aroused a certain amount 
of efitirism becau.se the H street 
properly of the 'University was 
given an estimated value of $30 a 
foot. It was said that >$24 Was 
nea,rer the real price. .The wr^iter 
has seed estimates fr0ih two bf 
the most prominent business men 
of Washington placing the valu- 
ation of the,^property at $35 a'foot. 
Others were dot so fiigh, but the 
mean Was abqve $30,. Which price 
as the average is ' undoubtedly a 
legitimate valuation. This valua- 
tion of $30 per foot has been car- 
ried in the Treasurer’s report for, 
several years. 

We have gone into these in- 
stances at some length not so 
much because they are inaccurate 
but in the endeavor to dispel the 
unpleasaitt conditions such state- 
menfs Would insinuate. The Uni- 
versity is not ' a rich institution. 
If it were .so, then the purpose of 
its mcanp would he nullified, and 
its ideals would descend to those 
of a purely commercial proposi- 
tion. Like other universities, it 
has its financial questions, which 
mu.st be solved; hut they should 
he met in a friendly light by those 
who call themselves its friends. 
Attempts to discredit the of- 
ficials and their reports are cer- 
tainly not measures of friendship ; 


and, by no maimer of logic, can 
•Mich attempts he construed as aid- 
ing the I'tiiversity. <
